purposes

organization 
are 
none the less useful to the general 
public. 
Already the sellers of handsomely 
engraved “securities,” which 
repre­ 
sent holes in the ground in Ontaria, 
Nevada and Colorado, rubber planta­ 
i n s in Mexico and South America,
